Mr. Hodgson stated defendant was 
charged under three sections of the Ordi- 
nance, ~The second charge, for unlaw- 
fully being deficient of three ‘chests of 
opium, in the place where, according to 
the application, it should’ have been 
stored. On the 26th of November the de- 
fendant applicd to the Superintendent 
of Imports and Exports for a per- 
mit to export three chests of Persian 
opium, by tho ss, Laisang, the destina- 
tion to be: Singapore. and this was 
granted, It was stated in the applica- 
tion that the opium was in No. 18, Bank 
Buildings. On the 26th November, 
Revenue Officer Wilden went on board the 
ss. Laisang ond found what purported 
to be these three chests of opium, . On 
opening them he found that they con- 
tained a mixture of sugar and flour. 
would prove that when the three chests 
left Messrs, Nemazee’s godown they con-’ 
tained Persian opium, and they wera 
next found on the s.s. Laisang without 
the opium, which had been extracted, and 
floir and. sugar substituted. Ap- 
parently defendant had no intention of 
exporting the opium by the ss, Laisang 
at, all. He looked upon. this as a very 
serious’ case. His Worship would notice 
that the importation of Persian opium 
into China was prohibited, and that was 
probably why an application was made 
lfor exportation to Singapore. © :

Clyde 
Navigation Trustees for the improvement 
of Kingston Dock, which is the oldest 
dock in the harbour, so as.to make it more 
suitable for the accommodation of coasting 
steamers than it is at present. Tho Har- 
bour and. Docks Committee have recom- 
mended that.the south quay of the dock 


should be-widened.so-as.to. provide space}... 


for a new shed 60ft. in breadth with an 
open space of 12ft, in front, ‘and that the 
dock ebeold be dredged to a depth of i8ft. 
at low. Water, It is estimated that the 
cost of ‘these improvements will be
